Those Who Spoke Against. 

Those who spoke avail st 
of the bill were Rube Arnold, of At- 
lunta, who contended that the issue be- 
fore the legislature was not an issue in 
the recent gubernatorial campaign, and 
thought that to pass that measure now 
Would be unfair énd undemocratic, 

Cc. B. Goodyear, of Brunswick, in 
speaking against the passage of the 
bill, contended thar in Brunswick the 
municipal) government was entirely com- 
petent to take care of the situation and 
that if the law was enacted that they 
_ would coninue to get the evil effects of 
Yhe traffic without getting the revenue. 
C. M. Tyson, from Darien, read a set 
of resolutions psssed by the city coun- 
cil of Darien requesting the senate not 
to pass the ineasure.

fale grocery store; W. E. Newell, vice 
president of the King Hardware Com- 
pany; E. Lee Douglas and Colonel J. L. 
Mayson, chairman of the temperance 
committee of Atlanta and Fulton coun- 
ty. All of these gentlemen argued that 
the passage of the bill would not 
not injure business, but would material- 
ly better the conditions in the state. 

Rev. Frank Eakes read qa set of reso- 
lutions passed by the North Georgia 
conference, representing 102,096 citi- 
zens of north Georgia, urging the pas- 
fage of the bill, and Dr. Ainsworth, of 
Savannah, read the resolutions passed 
by the South Georgia conference, repre- 
Senting 85.000 persons, begging the 
legislature to pass the bill into a law. 

Jesse W. Walters, from Albany, denied 
that the passage of the bill would be un- 
democratic. 

Dr. G. A. Nunnally, Dr. Len Brough- 
ton and W. D. Upshaw all made ear- 
mest and eloquent appeals in favor of 
the passage of the bill.

Some Misgivings Felt by Japan. 
JFokio, July !ti.—The massing of the 
American fleet in the Pacific, about 
which American newspapers have ap- 
plied to Marquis Ito for an opinion, is 
semi-officially discussed by Ito’s ad- 
ministration organ today. The paper 
says: 

“We cannot help feeling some mis- 
giving with regard to the significance 
of the intended massing of American 
battleships in the Pacific, especially in 
view of the grandiose announcement at- 
tributed to President Roosevelt to the 
| effect thut the navy would furnish the 
| world with a startling demonstration 
'of America’s defensive capacity. It is 
difficult for us to accept the assur- 
ances that the coming maneuvers do 
‘not possess any connection whatever 
with the Japanese-American situation. 
We regret that Washington thinks it 
necessary to take what resembles a 
precauticnary measure. However, we 
are not Gisposed to attach serious im- 
portance te this matter, and have no 
inclination to doubt the president's sin- 
cerity in assuring the peaceful nature 
of the proposed maneuvers. Neither 
have we the slightest doubt of the 
pacific and friendly sentiments of the 
American government. The people to- 
ward whom Japan's blame is probably 
due are the irresponsible sections of 
both nations.” % 

Ito declines discussion regarding the 
sensational agitation of the press. His 
sole comment on the _ probability of 
war, “There is no feeling in my heart 
for this.” 

No Unfriendly Issues. 

New York, July !1.—Two distinguish- 
ed Japanese took occasion today to de- 
clare in no uncertain terms that there 
were no unfriendly issues between the 
United States and Japanese and to de- 
ery the undue importance attached to 
some trivial incidents. 

The champions of peace and friend- 
ship between the countries~ were ad- 
miral, said Admiral Baron Yamamoto, 
a guest of the city, and Viscount Aoki, 
the Japanese ambassador, who came 
over trom Washington this morning to 
teend a reception given by the Jap- 
nese society of America in honor of 
Admiral. Yamamoto. 
Admiral Evans said that 
newspapers of this country 
making war between Japan and Ameri- 
ca, the people would come t their 
senses and a better feeling would ex- 
ist all arougd. 

Bryan Scents Naval Appropriation. 


Carthage, Mom, July I!.—‘“Japan does 
not want to make war on the United 
States,” said W. J. Bryan in an inter- 
view here today.

It provides that no ma- 
chine shall exceed 10 miles an nour in 
the suburbs of a city, and that at no 
time, even in the rural districts, shall 
ag automobile be driven at a rare ex-~- 
ceeding 20 miles an hour, and tnat all 
precaution ‘possible shall pe exercised by 
the parties in charge of the machines. 

The power of all municipalities reg- 
ulating. for themselves the rate of the 
automobiles was not denied by the pro- 
visions of the bill.

“It was the opinion of the engineer 
in chargé of Station No. 1 that at a 
pressure of !20 pounds, he could sup- 
ply the city with water, and could gain 
on the reservoir at least 4 inches per 
day. The depth of the reservoir at i! 
o’clock a. m., July 10, was 20 feet and 
10 inches. The depth of the reservoir 
on July Iith at 8 o'clock was 2! feet 
and 2 inches, which shows that the 
estimate of Engineer Gramling is per- 
fectly safe and reliable. The increasea 
pressure above referred to was recom- 
mended as to the two Gaskell engines 
in plant No. |. The guarantee on the 
other pumps is only !!0 pounds, and 
that guarantee has not yet expired. We 
requested the representatives of the 
manufacturer to ascertain if his com- 
pany would increase the guarantee to 
120 pounds on that pump during the 
present emergency.

We were also in- 
formed that at that depth clear water 
could be furnished to the city, but we 


)}were advised by Engineer Collier that it 
would be wise not to begin furnishing 
clear water at this time, but to wait a 
few days until the reservoir had a dept 
of 23 feet, so as to allow a safe marg.n 
to peovide against any possible contin- 
gency that might happen in the future, 
and to provide against fire. It was also 
suggested by him that there were re- 
pairs that were needed to be done on the 
filter plants which could only be done 
while the filters were shut down, and 
this delay would give ample opportunity 
to make those repairs. It is the opin- 
ion of the committee that, barring any 
unforseen mishaps, pumping station No. 
2 will be in a position to furnish clear 
water about midnight Sunday, and from 
that time forward the city will be fur- 
nished clear water during the balance 
of the summer without regard to the 
new main.

the work successfully. The supply of 
new sand piled up on +he grounds shows 
that grass is growing around its Sides 
and indicates from its appearance that 
no new sand has been useq tn manv 
months. It is the oninion of vour com- 
mittee that this feature of the water- 
works should be given closer, better at- 
tention so that more of the filtration can 
be done by naural processes and eo that 
there will be less necessity for artificin] 
coagulants In the future.

BARBERS’ BILL 
IS COMMENDED 


Reason to Believe That In- 
teresting Measure Will 
Become a Law. 


barbers’ bill, introduced in the 
house by Representative Claude Pay- 
ton, of Worth omnty, which is designed 
to create a state board of barber exam- 
“ners, has already received considerable 
favorable attention at the hands of 
members of the house, and a favorable 
report recommending its passage has been 
made upon it by the house committee 
om lebor. 

The committee put only one amend- 

ment on the bill, which provides that 
it shall not apply in rural communities 
nor in any incorporated town which has 
less than 250 inhabitants. The object of 
this amendment was to remove any re- 
strictions which might result in the with- 
drawal of barbers from such communl- 
ties, 

A law similar to that introduced in 
the house is already of force in the states 
of Michigan, Missouri, Oregon, Texas, 
Utah and Weshington. It provides a 
careful and thorough system for the ex- 
amination -of applicdnts* for license to 
plv thig profession, thus insuring the 
necessary training. The board is to 
consist of three examiners. appointed by 
the governor. each for a term of two 
years, and all expenses are to be paid, 
including the compensation of the board 
members, from the fees paid by the ap- 
plicants for license. 

The law requireg af applicants for 
license a complete knowledge of sani- 
tary methods, as well as a knowledge 
of those skin diseases which may be ac- 
quired in a barber shop, and how to 
prevent them. The chief aim of the Dill 
is to provide thoroughly sanitary bar- 
ber shops and skilled and competent bar- 
bers. All barber shops are to be open 
at all times to the inspection of mem- 
bers of the state board, who may direct 
any necessary steps to be taken to pro- 
vide against bad sanitation, and the 
board ig also to make rules and regula- 
tions to be observed by all such places 
of thusiness. The bill is designed to 
benefit the public who patronize barber 
shops as well as those interested in 
the trade.

AUDITORS PUT 
ON ALL TRAINS 


Central Conductors- Send E 
Committee to Savannah 
to Protest. 


Auditors on passenger trains on the 
Central of Georgia raflroad has brought 
about dissatisfaction on the part of 
the passenger conductors running from 
Atlanta to Macon, from Macon to Sa- 
vannah and on the branch lines. 

A committee from the conductors is 
now in Savannah for a conference with 
General Manager Moise of the Central. 

Monday morning, last, when the con- 
ductors of the various trains reported 
for service each was surprised to find 
an auditor ready to make the run 
with him. It was contemplated that, 
as the conductor went through the 
train, the auditor should accompany 
him and take up all tickets and fares. 
But that wasn’t to the conductors’ 
liking, and within a short time the 
general manager was informed that the 
conductors would not submit to the new 
rule. They did not object to the pres- 
ence of the auditor, or to the fact that 
that auditor was to handle all tickets, 
cash or other transportation. They did 
object, however, to educating the au- 
ditor in the work of a conductor. 

Under the new arrangement, it has 
been tried on other roads, the Balti- 
more and Ohio having been the first 
road to work the experiment, the con- 
ductor simply runs his train. He sig- 
nals {it out, and he alone can stop it, 
the auditor having nothing whatever 
to do with its management. As the 
auditor takes up the tickets, he sees 
where the passenger stops, and then 
must notify the conductor before the 
station indicated is reached. All train 
orders go to the conductor as before, 
and his duties remain the same except 
that he Is relieved of handling the 
money or the tickets.

THE PROPHECY OF ROBERT TOOMBS. 
Doubt of the gift of prophetic vision will be dispelled in the perusal 
of a letter written by General Robert Toombs for. The Constitution more than 


in which General Toombs pointed out the dangers confronting the people as 
the result of corporate power granted by them or insolently and unwarrant- 
ably assumed.

Had the occasion for its writing been the illega] ownership by the South- 
ern railway of the Central/of Georgia, in open and flagrant violation of that 
very constitutional provision which, with wise foresight, he inserted, there 
would scarcely have been reason for changing a line of it except for the in- 
clusion cf specific names and dates. It was just such wanton violation of 
the law as this, done for the suppression of competition, against which Gen- 
eral Toombs sought to warn future generations of the state, and against 
which he sought to protect the people by the prohibition fixed in their 
fundamental law. ! : 

In view of these facts, it is surprising that such flegrant violation of 
this very law has been allowed to exist for so long without such effective 
official investigation and action as the offense warrants. 

Here is a situation which has long cried aloud for legislative action, but 
until now in vain. Herein can the general assembly better and more satis- 


ures. Let every member of the general assembly read and ponder upon 
| these prophetic words, and he will realize more clearly the enormity of this 
offense against the state. 

There are’ pending now before legislative committees three resolutions 
proposing to go to the bottom of this very case. They must not be allowed 
to die tor want of prosecution. The legislative session is passing rapidly, 
and unless prompt attentfon is given, it may,be too late to accomplish any- 
thing for another vear or more. ‘ : 

This legislature assembled with the avowed purpose of giving the peo- 
ple that which they demanded at the poll in the way of genuine reform.

That from and after the 
Ist day of January next, after the 
passage of this act, it shall not be 
lawful for any person within the 
limits of this state to sell, or barter 
for valuable consideration, either di- 
rectly or indirectly or give away to 
induce trade at any place of business 
or furnish at any other public places 
or manufacture for the purpose of sale, 
or keep on hand at thelr place of busi- 
ness any alcoholic, spirituous, malt, or

| penal code of Georgia. 

sec. 2. Be it further enacted, that 
nothing in this act shall be so

Effort to Strike Out “Bridling” 
Clause Was Overwhelmingly 
Defeated—New Judge for At- 
lanta—Waterworks Bill 
Sent to Senate. 


By the unanimous vote of 159 to 0, 
“lobbying’”’ 


with the gorge 4 assembly of Georgia, 
passed in the House yesterday morn- 
ing. 

This was the first general bill of the 
session to be taken up for discussion 
and action. The vote came after a 
test vote had been made upon the 
ainendment by Mr. Dunbar, of. Rich- 
mond ccunty, who sought to have the 
“bridling clause," which prevented 
legal agents of corporations from talk- 
ing to any member of the general as- 
sembly upon the subject of pending 
legislation, except in committee room, 
Stricken from the bill. 

This amendment was voted down by 
the overwhelming count of 143 to 22. 

This clearly indicated that the bill 
would pass as reported favorably by 
the committee by a large majority. 

Its unanimous passage was greeted 
with applause by the house. 

The Terms of the Measure. 


The terms of this measure are 
briefly’ set out in tne caption of the 
bill as follows: 

An act, requiring legislative coun- 
cil and legislative agents retained

The railroad commission spent prac-

The railroads are 
willing to make certain reductions, 
which they have submitted to the com- 
mission, but declined to put these rates 
as low as the barrel rates.

Stock Operations Show Cur- 
failffent of Volume, 


Fluctuations Very Feeble and Spec- 
ulation Indifferent—Some of the 
Stocks Closed Lower Than 
on the Previous 
Day. 


New York, July !!.—Yesterday’s up- 
set of the campaign for the rise in 
stocks had the natural effect today of 
much curtailing the volume of opera- 


|} tions and of begetting a cautious spirit 


in operating. In the latter part of the 
day the market was not more than 
nomina] and feeble fluctuations mark- 
ed the indifference of the speculation. 
There was some attempt to revive in- 
terest in the campaign for the rise, and 
the early advance in prices was in re- 
sponse to these efforts. The drop from 
the high point was rather sharp and 
carried some of the prominent stocks 
to prices lower than at any time yes- 
terday. The speculation. was a little in- 
clined to extend operations on that side 
of? the account as the other and the re- 
Sult was the approach to stagnation. A 
considerable effect was produced on 
Sentiment by the small success of the 
bond offerings by the Union Pacife and 
the Atchisons. These offerings had 
been timed with a view to the supplies 
of investment capltal which would ap- 
pear after the heavy July disbursements 
and the price, the rate of return and the 
conversion privilege, were all expected 
to stimulate a demand from the stock- 
holders, who were gtven first right to 
the subscriptions as a privilege. The 
stockhc@ders in neither case applied for 
more than a small portion of the is- 
sues, although reports of foreign sub- 
scriptions put a better face on the Atchi- 
s0n issue. This incident served to re- 
vive the influence of the New York 
city bond failyre as an index of the 
stHl dormant investment demand in 
New York. The money position tasserts 
a growing importance also. Yesterday’s 
repayments of $11,000,000 of govern- 
ment deposits by the banks to the sub- 
treasury were largely increased today. 
Rates for money on call ran off in the 
course of the day, but there was a 
marked hardening fn time money rates. 
Foreign exchange receded, influenced by 
offerings of bankers in the process of 
drawing on foreign credits It was re- 
ported from London that some diffi- 
culty was experienced in placing these 
bills, which were responsible for the 
rise in London discounts.

Damage reports from 
the northwest were numerous, but had 
little effect. The market~closed very 
weak, with prices close to the lowest 
point.

Clearances of wheat and flour were 
equal to 132,000 bushels. Primary re- 
ceints were 484,000 bushels, against 748,- 
000 bushels for the same day last year.

The corn market was firm early in the 
day, because of the bullish showing of 
the government report.

Montgemery, Ala., July 1 1.—(Special.) 
—Alabania cotton ginners’ reports are 


cotton statistics by government 
ployees without cost to the state and 
in just as careful and efficient way as 


government. This is the information 
transmitted to W. H. Seymour, direc- 
tor of the Alabama bureau by Census 
Director North, who is acting under 
the direct instructions of Secretary 
Straus, of the bureau of commerce 
and labor. 

it is expected that in the end every 
state will adopt luws for the gathering 
of these reports and with this in view 
the census director has practically ap- 
proved the Alabama law, suggesting 
one or two minor amendments to make 
it general enough in scope. 
these suggestions is a provision for the 
registration at a fee of twenty-five 
cents of every ginner in the state. 
There are many attractive features 
of the arrangement. It gives the state 
the service of the government inspec- 
tors, who will operate under the state 
law without cost to the state, even for 
mailing reports; it provides a check on 
the state and on the census bureau, 
each checking the other and each 
under the laws of the state and the 
nation, and brirgs to the citizens in 
terested reliable data quicker than
